I also 
shamed Jimmy V/echsler into taking to him what he had gotten from lleniin K. Hart's 
office, v/here a secidetary v/as an Informer for him. It was Franco material at the Ifist 
least and I'm not sure of thd rdst after all these years. 

I know nothing about Hoggo's family, if any, but tliat is not a usual name, ^o, 

in going over the JPK assassination records, I wondered when 1 saw the n^iioe Richard 

D« i^ogge id-th some regularity. H© was a special agent wlio was a supervisor in the 
Criminal section of vdiat thou was callo d the General Investigative Division. ^ also 
.as one of u number disciplined, from what know quite unfairly, on Hoover's order 
over alleged failures in the JFK investigation. For moat if not all it was the failure 
to put Os^vald on a special index of suppsoedly dangerous people. What has been dis- 
closed about Oswald, at least until about two weeks before his death, he did not meet 
the re(iuiremont for tliat indefil but that meant nothing to ^oovei;, who always quested 
goats and tlius masked other failures and transgressions. About two weeks before his death 
Osvmld wont in person to the Dallas field office and left an hpon envelope for the Osv/ald 

case agent, James Patrick ^sty, 24: Jr. , of the ^en^iis Klian right, in wldLch there was a 

^■^hreat to bomb either the police station, the FBI office or both if Hosty did not leave 
Marina alone. I have a full file. This is a short summary* When he was arrested FBIHQ 
ordered the note destroyed and the info kept from the commission. After SAC Shanklin's 
retirement was secure, about a doaoh years ago, someone le^iked this imd there was an 
investigation of which i have the records. If you ever knov/ anyone who is interested I 
made a separate file of duplicates. ^-> 0 , wliat Hoover could liave wmte i to hide is obvious. 

Pat once told me after having spoken witli Roljgo tliat he had the results of an FBI 
wiretap on the Josephson ap«irtmont and that X had been ^dckod up on it. Not a tap, a bug, 
and if I remember conrectly, they luid it in the apartment above . In tryin^^ to got all 
the FBI records on mo there came a time when ^ wai-: aol<Bd by Quin ^hea, the apjXJals officer, 
toi tell him all that could be said about mo so ho*d know what to ask it to produce for 
processing. I did as he asked, as complotel:,’' as t could. Tliis included my reporting tliat 
oncti when ^ mm there Leon had a guest wliose name I’d forgotten if I ever knew it. When they 
wanted to tall: in pidvate tlioy left tlio living room. Latnr, ^rlien he at treated attention 
and Ills picture was in the paixsrs, I wondered if that man Ivid been ’^erhard Eislor. 

I got no informating relating to this or much else about myself fix>m the FBI and 
if I remomb r correctly , 3hon di.d no tiling else about any of my appeals. 

On several occasions the Josephsons lot me sleep on the living 2 * 001:1 sofa, once for 
about a week when I ro<iuired minor sinus surgery and was in IffC for tiiat, I had to return 
to thfcit doctor every other day for a while. I don't recall eiaictiy v?hen but it was before 
I was in the iraiy. I was indue todiii 

The last time I saw Ceon ho was unfrix^ndly. That was the winter of 1943t when I 
was stationed near IfIC for a few weeks and went to Cafe Society Uptown several times. 

After that unpleasantness I n*:ver retumed. 

I have a copy of tliat memorancjLum in my appoiilB files. To give you a notion of liow 
much work those appeals entailed, they fill most of ti »'0 file drawers, i/ith the documentation 
attached. I'm sur<^ tliat DJ destroyed those it did not want to have but I kept all.
